"Second, in the center also the Ger- 
mans had taken up a defensive position 
behind Reims, but were unable to hold 
it.

Fr^sh Troops in Paris.

Finding Americans 
in Europe. 


Ill connection with its imiltiplicity of other duties 
KvMch the war in Europe saddled upon it, we think the 
state department in locating Americans in Europe has 
given a remarkable performance which ^ives occasion for 
congratulation both to the American people and to the im- 
portant governmental department over which Mr. Bryan 
¡presides. Since August 1 it is announced that approxi- 
mately thirty thousand applications have been made to 
the state department by anxious friends at home to locate 
(American citizens traveling in Europe.^. Fort Wayne con- 
tributed its full quota of ihese inquiries, and in a number 
iof instances the department was able within a few days 
to assure local residents of the safety of their friends who 
3i?7ere marooned in the war zone. 


In all, the state department located twenty thousand 
[Ajmericans in Europe, often with the most meagre infor- 
mation on which to act—such as "last heard from in Ber- 
line two weeks ago," or ''supi)osed to be between Berlin 
pt Paris."

"As far as the Americans in the city 
are concerned," wrote Mr. Morg&n, "their

States can rest assured that no harm 
Avill come to them and indeed, it Avould 
be hard to imagine from the peaceful 
aspect of the 'cit3'', that the Avhole coun- 
try was aflame. 
Some embarrassment 
was caused at first by the refusal of the

'n^e reasons whdoh led m e to Join thq 
Federal leagme are rery simple. 
I had 
worked for years auwe or less handloapped 
by 
in hesiiSh, «mi 
an ocoaalonal 
extra 
hea%'y Wow of iMid fortune. At the affé of 
33 I found myself with a wife and two 
children to auppoet. 
my 
aottv'e 
baseball 
career drawing to a oloae, and the first 
chance I had ever h a » to mak« an unusu- 
ally good saJary. 
In aislng up the situa- 
tion I said to mj-^olf: "After several sea- 
sons of only fadr luck. I have pitched two 
years (one of which waa virtually wasted 
in the minors), of whhat might be consid- 
ered 
unusually 
ffood 
ball. 
It 
was, 
at 
an?' rate, the best ball I had ever pitched. 
Any reputation I could hope to gain was 
alreadv won. 
On that reputation I rested 
any demands I might consistently 
make 
for a better galary. 
And at my time of 
life a baseball player knows that hi« days 
are numbered, 
and 
tv^atever of 
this 
world's goo<1s he will retire with from the 
good old national ^ m e , 
he will get in 
that brief 
and 
uncertain interim 
whloh 
stretches between 33 and finie. 


My relations 
with 
organized 
baseball 
have been, I suppose, about on a par with 
those of most other humble employes of 
King ÉSaseball. I have had my own griev- 
ances, 
some of whloh, I flatter myself, 
were not wholly of my own thinking, and 
doubtless I have not always been reason- 
able or 
right in my 
dealings with the 
magnates. 
Bo far as I am concerned, I 
would, by preference, have finished my 
davs with the American leagMe Ih which 
most of my active career was si>€nt. It was 
mv leagrue and there are tics of recollec- 
tion which bind the athlete to the par- 
ticular organization In whloh his victories 
have been won and his deleats chalked 
against hts record. 


Éut my going was not a njattar of «en- 
tlment at all. 
I felt that whatdvef iiref- 
erence I might have for oppaiilred base- 
ball, I owed a more immediate debt to 
myself and mv family. 
And so I cMse, 
without any display of fireworks, the best 
offer that was made me. Which happened 
to be from the Federal league. 


During the years when 1 was with thQ 
American league I won more than half 
my games.. 
That is a good gait to travel 
for the average pitcher, one which entitles 
hini to consideration. 
There was never 
any complaint 
so far as I know about 
the quality of my pitching when I was in 
good form. 
The complaint was, rather, 
about the quantity. 
I have always en- 
deavored to keep myself in good trim, and 
in some ways, 1 hav^ succeeded. My ai-m 
has usually been in fine shape, because I 
took all the precautions in my power to 
have my muscles supple and soft, and to 
escape the dreaded mX;^scle-bound condi- 
tion that Is so great a bane to the pitch- 
er's arm. 
But my general health, 1 will 
say, bothered me, and the f&ct that I was 
usually under weight for my height—I am 
6 feet 4H inches—always prevented 
me 
froni talking part in my f\all schedule of 
games. 
So, as year drifted after year, I 
found myself handicapped in one way and 
another from doing the work I was well 
able to do if I could have been in prime 
nondltion. 
Finally, in the season before 
Harry Davis took control at Cleveland I 
wa.s tnken sick with bronchitis. It made a 
Viia: dent in my pitching record, and per- 
haps actuated Davis in the co-urste he pur- 
.«ued toward me. Doubtless he hod no per- 
.<icnal fueling, but I ha,ve never thought he 
t,-ented me right, as he sent me to Toledo, 
a minor league city, in the spring, with- 
out any tryout in the real season's work. 
I felt "this all more keenly as that year 
proved to be the best I had ever known. 
I was able to work at better speed and 
more consi.'stently than I ever worked be- 
fore and won a. large proportion of my 
cames. 
But this, the first really excep- 
lionaliy good year I had had, was vlrtu- 
aliv 
wasted as I 
was serving: in 
the 
minors, of course, at a reduction in sal- 
ary, and I may say that my salary 
at 
Cleveland was 
not an 
exorbitant 
one. 
However. T will not blame Davis. 
He. no 
doubt, .icted according to his beat Judg- 
n-ient. And he shortly experienced enough 
trouble himself with the Cleveland club, 
trouble which culminated in his resigna- 
tion before the season was finished. 


At any rate, the best 1 could do was to 
get back Into the big league at the same 
salary T had previously enjoyed before I 
was sent to l^'oledo. 


r talked over the matter of salary with 
:\Tr. Somers some, time in the month of 
liecember last, as near as I can remem- 
ber. 
He sent me a contract which was 
certainly not satisfactory, in view of what 
1 had done. 
So T dropped into the office 
In chat a bit with him on the subject. 
We had an interesting conversation, as I 
r.-T.icmbcr it. We began talking about the 
contract 
in Kood faitli but we got no- 
where. 
Mr. Somers seemed unable to see 
my .^rg-uments 
and 
gi'adually 
the 
con- 
versation tapered off about the weather 
and the situation in Cleveland, and how 
tlie new draft rules 
would 
affect the 
standing^ of 
the club. 
And so I left, 
knowing a? little as I did before. 
But one 
thintr I was sure of. and that was that I 
could expect no great raise over w h a t I 
had been getting. 


My first interview with President Gil- 
more was somewhat different than I had 
anticipated. 
When he began to talk of 
thousands of dollars with as 
much ap- 
naren tindifference as I would show fn 
talking of dimes, it looked at flrst blush 
like loose business methods. 
T h a t 
was 
the way his manner impressed me a t the 
-fart. But when he proceeded to make me 
a concrete offer in the form of a con- 
tract for three years, at a salary double 
anything T could hope to get from Cleve- 
land, I will admit I was interested. And' 
before I left Chicap, after going carefully 
over the terms of the contract, I signed it. 


As soon as I returned to Cleveland. I 
fou\d that the news of my action had pre- 
ceded my arrival. 
Mr. Somer« naturally 
sent for me, and I had various confer- 
ences with him dliring the early, spring. 
But T might say that in all negotiations 1 
had with Mr. Somers there was always a 
difference of some thousands of dollars 
between Ws highest offer and the offer 
made .to rile by the FTederal league. 


"the results of our riumeri>us interviews 
were fruitless; 
I went with yiVe Indianap- 
olis club on 
spring 
training and 
have 
never regi-ettéd that step. 


All told I feel assured of terminating 
my baseball career under 
clrcurhstances 
far more profitable to myself than I ever 
hoped for, and much more profitable than 
I would ever have known as a rnember of 
organized baseball.

Caithness ^n the north of Scotland, from 
where he will proceed down to t h e ' c o a s t 
to 
inspect 
the. scoutB—whom 
he

"the

depastinent"—- 
because they are on day and night duty.

Over 20,000 of them arc already 
doing 
duty for their country, and the, govern-

Tants of the state just as our soldiers 
and sailors are. 


"The Admiralty had asked us for the 
service of 
1,000 scouts 
to help 
guard 
oxir coasts,

"Those .'icouts who have Ix^e-n guard- 
ing the bridges, culvei'ts and 
telegraph 
lines 
have 
undoubtly

service, for so far not one of them has

destroyed,

in Rngland, many of whom are here for

In many cases scmits arc- 
keeping a watch on them and reporting 
their names to the- police.

of education, the

circulars and all the means adopted to 
call public attention to tho spread of the 
disease.

Was Handcuffed.

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Finding Americans in Europe. 


In connection with its multiplicity of other' duties 


Kvhich the war in Europe saddled upon it, we think the 
state department in locating' Americans in Europe has 
given a remarkable performance which gives occasion for 
congratulation both to the American people and to the im- 
portant governmental department over which Mr. Bryan 
presides. Since August 1 it is announced that approxi- 
mately thirty thousand applications have been made to 
the state department by anxious friends at home to locate 
'American citizens traveling in Europe. Fort Wayne con- 
tributed its full quota of these inquiries, and in a number 
of instances the department was able within a few days 
to assure local residents of the safety uf their friends who 
Were marooned in the war zone. 


In all, the state department located twenty thousand 


(Americans in Europe, often with the most mcagrn infor- 
mation on which to aft—such as "last heard from in Ber- 
line two weeks ago," or "supposed to bo between Berlin 
0r Paris." That the department through its agents abroad 
Jias been able to pick from the frenzied rush of European 
natives and tourists of all lands in the midst of the war 
isxciteinent and the raising and mobilization of troops 
tome twenty thousand hapless Americans .""id put them in 
touch with thf'ir friends easily constitutes the most re- 
markable and successful search on record. Jt, was accom- 
plished, too, by a bureau hastily organized early in Aug- 
ust which had no time fur preparation for its work. Thirty 
thousand cablegrams have been sent in connection with 
these efforts and more than two million dollars has been 
expended by Uncle 8am without a moment's considera- 
tion of the question or reimbursement. There was no hag- 
gling and no hesitancy. The government acted promptly 
and effectively, and its course has no doubt given thous- 
ands of Americans a new conception of the value of Amer- 
ican citizenship in emergency.

Says Federal League Of- 


fered Him Ohanoe to 


Support Family. 


"Or" FaDcanberr tells his o<wn story In 


the October Baseball MagMlne: 


The reason! -which led m« to jota Mw 


Federal league are very simple. I had 
worked for year* icon or less handicapped 
by in iMalth. MX1 an occasional extra 
heavy blow of bad fortune. At the a*e of 
J3 I found myself with a -wife and two 
children to support, my active baseball 
carter drawing to a close, and the first 
obanoe I hnd evvr had to maK* an unusu- 
ally good salary. Ih SJglng up the eitua- 
tlon I said to my»eH: "After several sea- 
sons of only fmlr luck. I have pitched two 
years (one of which was virtually wanted 
in the minors), of whhat might be consid- 
ered unusually good ball. 
It was, 
at 
any rale, the best ball I had ever pitched 
Any reputation I oould hope to gain wa( 
already won. On that reputation I rested 
any damands I m'.ght consistently make 
for a better salary. And at my time of 
life a baseball player knows that his days 
are numbered, 
and 
whatever of 
this 


world's goods he will retire with from the 
good old national game, he will get In 
that brief and uncertain Interim whloh 
stretches between 33 and finis. 
My relations with organised baseball 


have been, I suppose, about on a par with 
those of most oth«r humble employes of 
King Baseball. I have had my own griev- 
ances, some of which, I flatter myself, 
were not wholly of mr own thinking, and 
dcuotless I have not always been reason- 
able or right In my dealings with the 
magnates. 80 far as I am concerned. 1 
would, by preference, have finished my 
days with the American league In which 
most of my active career waa spent. It was 
my league and there are ties of. recollec- 
tion which bind the athlete to the par- 
ticular organization In which his victories 
have bean Won and his defeats chalkea 
against hits record. 
But my going wan not «. matter of sen- 
timent at all. 1 felt that whatever pref- 
erence I might have for organised oast- 
ball. I owed a more Immediate fleht to 
myself and my family. And so I chose, 
without any display of fireworks, th» best 
offer that was made me. whlclh happened 
to he from the Federal league. 


During the years when I was with the 
American lenirue I won more than half 
my gamos.. That In a good gait to travel 
for the average pltoher, one which entitles 
him to consideration. Thnre wan nnvor 
any complaint so far as, I know about 
the quality of my r>IU*ln* when I was In 
good form. 
Tho complaint wan, rather, 
about the quantity. I hav* always en- 
deavored to keen myself In good trim, and 
In some ways. I have succeeded. My arm 
has usually heen In fine shape, because I 
took all the precautions In my power to 
have my muscles supple and soft, and to 
escape t£e dreaded muscle-bound condi- 
tion thnt Is po great n bane to tho pitch- 
er's arm. But my general health. I will 
say, bothered me. and the f»ct that I wns 
usually under weight for my height—I am 
(t feet 4U Inches—always prevented me 
from taking port In my full schedule of 
games. 
So. on year drifted after year, [ 


found myself handicapped In one way and 
another from doing the work I was we.li 
able to do If I could have heon In primo 
condition. 
Flnnlly, In tho neason heron- 
Harry Pavls took control nt Cleveland 1 
s taken sick with bronchitis, tt made a 


dig dent In my pitching record, and per- 
linps actuated Davis In tho courrth he pur- 


led townrd me. Doubtless he. had no pnr- 
•nnl feeling, but t have never thought he. 


treated me right, as he sent me to Toledo, 
a minor league city. In thn spring, with- 
out nny tryout In the real season's work. 
[ felt this all more keenly ns that ye.nr 
t 
iroved to be the best 1 had over Known, 
was ntilw to work nt hotter speed and 


:norr consistently than I over worked be- 
fore, anil won n largo proportion of my 


nos. 
Hut this, the first really excep- 


tionally good year I had hnd, was vlrtu-

minors, of course, at a reduction In sal- 
iiry, and I may say that my salary at 
neve-land was 
not an 
exorbitant one.. 
However. T will not hlame I lavlH, Tie. no 
flnuht, netnd according to his host judg- 
n.ent. And he shortly experienced enough 
trouble himself with the Cleveland club, 
trouble xvhlch culminated In his resigna- 
tion before the nea«on was finished.

Hiking of dimes, It looked nt first blush 
ike loose business methods. That wns 
the way his manner Impressed me at the 
"t.irt. But when he nniecQdefl to make mo 
i concrete offer in the form of n con- 
trnct for three years, at n salary double 
inything T could hope to pet from Cleve- 
aml. I will ndmlt T was Interested. And 
icfore T left Chlcno, after going carefully 


-er tho terms of the contract, T signed It. 
As soon ns T returned to Cle.ve.lnnd. I 
:onvl thnt the news of my nctlon hnd pre- 
•••c"c:J my arrival. Mr. Somers naturally 
:^nt for me. nnd I had various confer- 
ences with him during thn early snrinpr. 
Rut T might sny that In nil negotiations I 
had with Mr. Somcrs there was always n 
difference, of some thousands of dollars 
between his highest offer and the offer 
made to me by the Federal .league. 
Tho results of our numerous Interviews 
were fruitless. I went with rn> Indianap- 
olis club on spring training and have 
never regretted that step. 


All told T feel assured of terminating 
my hascbnll career under circumstances 
far more profitable to myself than I ever 
hoped for. and much more profitable than 
I would ever have known as a member of 
organized baseball.
